3, Objectives of the associations are the gradml achievement of social reforms 
and the protection of the liwelihood of the farmers throu^ imiting the hired, 
poor, middle-class, and feudalistic persons in farm villages; the organization 
of production cmd the development of activities which are related to agriculture 
for the improvement of the farmer *s economic position; and the protection of the 
farmer *s political privileges throu^ the function of the associations as vil-
